identifying a predetermined keyboard; 

executing a host computer's hotkey bootstrap codes when said host 
computer is initially booted; 

transferring a keyboard-identification means from said host computer to a 
keyboard, connected to said host computer; 

transmitting a keyboard-confirmation means corresponding to said 
keyboard-identification means from said keyboard to said host computer; 

booting a hotkey function when said keyboard-confirmation means is 
recognized by said hotkey's bootstrap codes; 

terminating said hotkey's bootstrap codes when said keyboard-confirmation 
means is not recognized by said hotkey's bootstrap codes during said initial 
booting ; and 

booting hotkey functions ;

15. (Currently Amended) An input system with bootstrap hotkeys, comprising: 

a host computer that executes a hotkey's bootstrap codes when said host 
computer is initially booted, wherein said hotkey's bootstrap codes transmits a 
keyboard-identification means to a keyboard connected to said host computer; ITa11 
whereby said keyboard transmits a keyboard-confirmation means corresponding 
r e sponding to a k e yboard confirmation m e an s initiated by a host computer 
according to a said keyboard-identification means during said initial booting, 
wherein a said hotkey's bootstrap codes further activates a hotkey function when 
said keyboard-confirmation means is recognized by said hotkey's bootstrap codes 
and is triggered to r e cognize said k e yboard confirmation m e ans, followed by 
booting hotk e y functions, or by terminatesing said hotkey's bootstrap codes if said 
keyboard-confirmation means is not recognized by said hotkey's bootstrap codes ; 
and 
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a menu of hotkey functions to be displayed on said host computer's 
computer screen a host computer's screen if a depressed single or combination key 
is recognized as a bootstrap hotkey through by said hotkey's bootstrap codes, 
wh e rein said menu comprisinges at least an one input-key indicating portion and at 
least one corresponding application indicating portion; whereby, said host 
computer would-executes an indicated application program of said application 
indicating portion corresponding to said input-key indicating portion if said 
depressed single or combination key of said keyboard is determined by said 
hotkey's bootstrap codes to be identical to the a corresponding code in said input- 
key indicating portion. 

16. (Original) The input system according to claim 15, wherein said keyboard is a 
wired keyboard. 

17. (Original) The input system according to claim 15, wherein said keyboard is a 
wireless keyboard. 

18. (Original) The input system according to claim 15, wherein said bootstrap 
hotkey is a default bootstrap hotkey. 

19. (Original) The input system according to claim 15, wherein said bootstrap 
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hotkey is a user-defined bootstrap hotkey. 

20. (Original)The input system according to claim 15, wherein said single or 
combination key indicated by said input-key indicating portion is a default single 
or combination key, respectively. 

21. (Original)The input system according to claim 15, wherein said single or 
combination key indicated by said input-key indicating portion is a user-defined 
single or combination key, respectively. 

22. (Original)The input system according to claim 15, wherein said application 
program indicated by said application indicating portion is a default application 
program. 

23. (Original) The input system according to claim 15, wherein said application 
program indicated by said application indicating portion is a user-defined 
application program. 

24. (Original)The input system according to claim 15, wherein said hotkey's 
bootstrap codes is made available for downloading from a web site of the Internet. 
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25. (Currently Amended) The input system according to claim 15, wherein said 
keyboard - confirmation keyboard-identification means is a keyboard-confirmation 
instruction. 

26. (Original) The input system according to claim 15, wherein said keyboard- 
confirmation means is a keyboard-confirmation instruction. 

27. (Currently Amended) A method for constituting bootstrap hotkeys, comprising 
the steps of: 

(A) downloading a hotkey's bootstrap codes by a computer; and 

judging whether a depressed single or combination key of a keyboard is a 
bootstrap hotkey; and 

if the judging result is yes, (B) a step of booting hotkey functions, wherein 
the obtained hotkey's bootstrap codes is supposed to decides wheth e r a depre s s e d 
single or a_combination k e y of a keyboard i s a bootstrap hotkey or not, then 
showing a menu of hotkey functions which comprises at least an one input-key 
indicating portion and at least one corresponding application indicating portion 
would be shown on a computer' s scre e n if activ e, and whereby said the computer 
then wiU executes an application program indicated by said application indicating 
portion corresponding to said input-key indicating portion. 
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28. (Currently Amended)The method according to claim 27, wherein the step of 
downloading a hotkey's bootstrap codes by a computer further comprisesing a step 
of displaying an icon representing said hotkey's bootstrap codes on the computer^ 
wherein said st e p of displaying is int e rpolated b e tw e en said s t e ps (A) and (B) . 

29. (Currently Amended) An input system having bootstrap hotkeys, comprising: a 
plurality of hotkey's bootstrap codes to be downloaded and executed by a host 
computer; and 

a menu of hotkey functions to be displayed on a host computer's screen in a case in 
which a depressed single or combination key is decided as a bootstrap hotkey by 
said hotkey's bootstrap codes, wherein said menu is comprised of at least [[an]] 
one input-key indicating portion and a corresponding application indicating 
portion; and whereby, said host computer would execute an indicated application 
program of said application indicating portion corresponding to said input-key 
indicating portion suppose wherein said depressed single or combination key of 
said keyboard is decided identical to that shown in said input-key indicating 
portion by said hotkey's bootstrap codes. 

30. (Original) The input system according to claim 29, further comprising an icon 
representing said hotkey's bootstrap codes to be displayed on said computer's 
screen. 
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
